For Next 2 Years 


L e g i g 1 ature Considers 


Moratorium to Save 


Farmers' Property 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madlwn—Although an early ad- 


journment of the legislature may 
stifle it, a proposal for what was 
called a "radical" farm mortgage 
moratorium law 
drew animated 


support and disapproval at a hear- 
ing before the assembly agriculture 
committee Wednesday afternoon. 
The committee decided to hear fur- 
ther arguments on the bill next 
week with the senate agriculture 
committee. 


Sponsored by Assemblyman Wal- 


ter Cook of Clark county, a JRepub- 
lican, the bill would institute the 
most liberal moratorium policy ever 


. proposed in Wisconsin, and5 by its 
terms largely replace the present 
moratorium law. 


"Cook said the bill.-v.-as aimed not' 


at private mortgage lenders in Wis- 
consin, such as banks and insurance 
companies, but at the federal .land 
bank whose policies he called in- 
humane, unsound and unfair. 


While the present law under a 


system of mediation boards provides 
for mediation and compromise and 
extension of foreclosure, scaling 
down of interest and principal pay- 
ments, under the discretion of the 
court, Cook's bill if passed would 
prohibit any court from allowing a 
foreclosure judgment, and thus no 
sale of premises, under these cir- 
cumstances: 


The owner or members of his 


family reside upon or operate the 
farm. 


The owner pays current 
taxes 


when they become due and payable. 


The owner keeps insurance in 
force. 


The owner pays the mortgagee in- 
terest during the period of the ef- 
fectiveness of the law at the rate 
of 2 per cent annually, with the in- 
terest to^be paid monthly. 


The law would ba effective from 


passage until July 1, 1941, and pro- 
vides, however, that the provisions 
'will not abrogate the rights of- the 
mortgagee to receive the rate of in- 
terest provided in the mortgage con- 
tract upon the final sale or redemp- 
tion of the property. 


Cook said that he introduced the 
bill with the.support of Governor; 
lleil, whom he quoted as saying that 
the legislature should pass a "law 
to stop every foreclosure in Wis- 
consin." 


The author maintained that fore- 
closures by the federal land bank, 
which he claimed represent a great 
majority of current farm foreclos- 
ures today, could be halted under 
his bill, because the state legisla- 
ture controls the circuit court and 
by the terms of the bill would pro- 
hibit the courts from granting fore- 
closures on mortgages held by the 
federal lending agency. 


Other committee members, and 


opponents, doubted his claim, main- 
taining that federal laws in cases of 
conflict take precedence over state 
statures, whatever the nature of the 
latter.

Getting off a train at night to 


find a city "blacked but" and lo- 
cating a hotel only because it was 
near the railroad station and he 
had' been there before—watching 
the French reservists pouring to- 
wards the German border—carry- 
ing a life belt constantly on board 
boat, even while eating—«uch are 
scenes and experiences 
that Dr. 
Louis C. Baker, professor of mod- 
ern languages at Lawrence college, 
has to look back on. 


The experiences occurred a com- 


paratively short time ago, in the 
latter part of August, 4n fact, as Dr. 
Baker was concluding a summer's 
visit on the continent 


Dr. Baker went, over to Europe 


this summer as director of a Eur- 
opean, tour; the official tour was 
finished Aug. 10, but the Lawrence 
college professor decided to stay on 
awhile longer and it was during 
this "post tour" that things began 
to happen. 


He was in Germany when the 


pact with Russia was signed. Of 
German reaction to it, he says:

ihe civilian population to protect 
itself against air raids. Each "ward" 
or neighborhood of London had its 
own air'raid organization, with 
leaders to direct the .movements 
in case of an attack. Englishmen 
feel, Dr. Baker says, that they will 
have to fight ultimately and they 
might as well do it now before 
their enemies grow stronger. The 
English attitude, Dr. Baker found, 
is "we must fight to save the em- 
pire." 


French Apathetic 


Frenchmen did "not seem par- 


ticularly enthusiastic" about war, 
Dr. Baker says. Where the English 
people had long since been equip- 
ped with gas masks) Frenchmen 
did not call for their equipment un- 
til only a few days before war was 
declared. "They hoped there would 
be no war."

Dr. Baker sailed on the Empress' sconded with~it 


leye, watched European prepara- 
tions for war during the latter part j 
of August as he was concluding; a ' 
tour of the continent He sailed 12 
hoars before war was declared, on 
an English ship that took a circuit- 
ous route to reach Canada. 


of Britain 12.hours before war was 
declared. 


"Aboard .ship there were rumors 


of war, but we weren't certain un- 
til we heard the king of England 
speak over the radio. The boat took 
a northerly course, zig-2agging a 
great deal, a movement that made 
many of the passengers sea sick." 


As soon -as it was known that 


France and England had declared 
war on Germany the boat, was 
placed under .war. orders, Dr. Bak- 
er relates. Passengers had to carry 
life belts with them constantly, at 
the movies, during walks on decks, 
at dinner time.

cially in view of the way things are going here. I mren the secrecy—yes 
the censorship^-which the White House smacked down on -a conference 
of the utmost importance to the American people. 


Sixteen leaders gathered in the White House office. 


They included the president and 15 others of both 
parties. Pointedly excluded were two ot the presi- 
dent's severest critics—Senator Borah, ranking Re- 
publican on the senate foreign relations committee, 
and Congressman Ham Fish, ranking Republican on 
the house foreign affairs committee. Mr. Roosevelt 
doesn't like them. They are wild horses. Only tame 
ones were desired in a closed meeting of this impor- 
tance. 


Mr. Roosevelt bound the entire group to absolute 


secrecy. He issued a communique which said nothing. 
His secretary, Stephen T. Early, refused to answer 
questions as to the meaning oi the innocuous lan- 
guage. He said that no one who attended the confer- 
ence was permitted to discuss the statement or what 
Cupper transpired in 2J hours of discussion. If any of those 


present leak, they break their word. 


.That is all that is officially known about this important discussion 


which concerned our relation to the European war. That plus some pious 
generalities about everyone wanting to keep the United States at peace. 


If we get into this war. you will have to light it and pay for it But 
now in the discussions here you are 
told only what it is thought good 
for you to'hear. It is, for the time 
being, not your crisis but the pri- 
vate crisis of the handful who were 
pledged to secrecy in the White 
House, Some of those present were 
warned in advance not to allow 
themselves to be so bound. They 
submitted nevertheless. 


So, while waiting for the inevit- 
able leaks to occur, while waiting 
for some of those present to break 
their word and divulge the inside 
proceedings, I am thinking about 
some of the things that went on in 
.secret back in 1916 and which help- 
ed lead us into the first world war. 
The public didn't know it at the 
time because President Wilson was { 
making speeches about how "We 
must keep our resources and our 
strength untouched by this war." 
Secrecy Like That 
Preceded World War 


At the same time his special am- 


bassador in Europe, Colonel House, 
was rattling between London and 
Paris, telling

There was some neat secret di- 


plomacy going 
on then.

Viscount Grey, in Feb. 1916, 
which said: "Colonel House told me 
Jiat President Wilson was ready, 
on hearing from France and Eng- 
and that the moment was oppor- 
une, to propose that a conference 
should be summoned to put an end 
o the war. Should the allies accept 
this proposal and should Germany 
refuse it, the United States would 
wobably enter 
the war against 


Sermany. 


"Conole House expressed 
the 
opinion that, if such a conference 
met, it would secure peace on 
erms not unfavorable to the allies; 
and if it failed to secure peace, the 


what conditions the United States 
would enter the war against Ger- 
many. That was in 1916. just a year 
before we went in. 
S»ch Meeting* Are 
Everybody's BmiBeas 
Another thing, a few days after 


Colonel House .thus offered to take 
the United States into the war, 
President Wilson called in a group 
of senators and 
representatives. 


They met very early in order to 
escape the newspaper men. It was 
called the sunrise conference. All 
present were pledged to secrecy. 
One leaked and said Wilson hinted 
that he was arranging the inter- 
vention of the United States in the 
war. 


That's one 
reason I don't like 


secret conferences on such import- 
tant matters as this, which-concern 
every person in the United States. 
In view of past history, all too re- 
cent and tragic, the 
public de- 


serves to know what is going on. 
Are we being committed ,again to 
something under cover of secrecy?

When 20 
per cent of the man power in this coun- 
try was in uniform in 1865 democracy 
was actually at an all time high. And 
the same holds true of 1919 when four mil- 
lion Americans wore uniforms. 


With our institutions such as they are 


we have no genuine reason to fear the 
military. But we have a lot of reason 
for fear of consequences when in a pe- 
riod of general alarm and, great concern 
men like Hones and Friedrick can talk 
as Idly as they do.

he would have been safely ensconced in 
a deep dugout at the rear playing pin- 
ochle. 


Via a Berlin cable we learn that eight 


royal princes are serving with the Ger- 
man army and their assignments indicate 
they have accepted even more than their 
share of risk and danger. 


Seldom does such a harsh rule exist in 


a democracy. Its politically high born 
get top rank and safe places, often by 
specifically designed influence. 


The American army and our govern- 


ment can learn something about morale 
and efficiency by observing the extent 
to which pull, influence and "quality 
blood" have been held in restraint in the 
creation of the German \var machine.

The reason they are Big Time is be- 
cause the Swing Svengalis decree it to be 
Whether they choose the best of the 30,000 
bands, no man can say. There may be a hun- 
dred better "hot" bands than Benny Goodman's 
The point is that Benny got the nod from the 
Svengalis, which is far more important.,than 
merely having a better band. 


Mike Nidorf is one of the specialists in band 


making. Two years ago Larry Clinton was vir- 
tually an unknown. Today, in a brief 18 months, 
he is Big. That is some of Mike Nidorf s doings. 
Artie Shaw didn't just happen. Nidorf was be- 
hind that success too. Less than a year ago who 
had heard of Glenn Miller's orchestra? Nidorf 
got to work, and Glenn Miller will be Big 
Name this fall 


The band makers don't do it with mirrors. 


They do it with wires—wires and smart book- 
ing. "The wires are the ones that run to broad- 
casting stations, carrying a band's music to a 
hook-up—"You are listening to the music of 
Glenn Miller and his orchestra," etc. When Ni- 
dorf or one of the other Swing Svengalis decide 
to build a band to popularity—which means big 
money for both the band and the band makers 
they book it into a spot that has a wire, that is, 
a spot that has an arrangement with the broad- 
casting chains. In this manner, even if you 
tune in only occasionally, you become; familiar 
\\ith the new name—Larry Clinton, Artie Shaw, 
Glenn Miller. Psychology gets to work. Listen- 
ers assume that only the cream of talent is be- 
ing offered them. Soon they are accepting the 
new bands as tops. The booking agents pro- 
ceed carefully with the build-up, sending the 
ne\v band out on "one nighters," booking them 
into theatres, getting recording engagements 
for them. In a short time—as witness most of 
the Name bands of today—the orchestras may 
be able, as Glenn Miller is today, to command 
31,500 a night and, in the case of Artie Shaw, 
310,000 a week. 


Last spring lew people had heard^of Woody 


Herman. By winter he'll be a Big Name band. 
Svengali Nidorf is bringing him along _as he 
did the others. Last spring there was no Bob 
Zurke's band. Keep your eyes on him. 


There are a few excepuons, a few cases *of 


great dance bands, like Guy Lombardo's, that 
came slowly up the hard way by having-what- 
it-takes and delivering it until the public came 
to know and approve it 


The secret of Big Names in the dance band 


business is not that Sammy So-and-so has a 
great band. Rather it is that Mike Nidorf, or 
"Corky" O'Keefe (who got behind Glen Gray), 
or Willard Alexander (who elected to boost 
Benny Goodman) or some other Swing Sven- 
gali throws himself into an organized campaign 
to put the band over. 


Get me wound up on music and I prattle on

25 YEARS AGO 


Friday, Sept. 25,1914 


The Germans were attacking the entire line 


of French fortifications along the eastern front 
from Verdun to Toul. The forts were being bat- 
tered to pieces and the French attacks repulsed 
with heavy losses, according to a Berlin dis- 
patch. A Paris bulletin said the Germans were 
reported to have lost 10,000 dead, 15,000 wound- 
ed in the battle around Verdun!

A complex, says Webster, is an 


assemblage of related, things; 
a 


whole made up of complicated or 
interrelated parts; 
an 
intricate 


combination. That will do for the 
vitamin B-complex, which seems to 
puzzle many-readers. 


What we formerly called plain 


vitamin B has been found to' be not 
one vitamin but at least half a 
dozen well defined vitamins and 
perhaps another half dozen not yet 
clearly identified. It would be con- 
fusing to attempt to review th^ 
recent history of the vitamin B» 
complex and the recognition of the 
outstanding members of the vita- 
min B family. It will give a fair 
idea of complex to mention several 
of its recognized factors: 


First, these four factors or com- 


ponents of the B-complex 
have 


been identified and are available in 
pure form for experimental study 
or for remedial use: G) Thiamin 
or Bl, •which prevents beriberi in 
man and polyneuritis in animals. 
(2) K i b o f I mvin.-.necessary for 
growth in chicks and rats and for 
prevention of 
cataract in 
rat*. 


Biboflavin is also called "vitamin 
G."" According to Sherman: "When 
the food is poor in vitamin G for 
any considerable length of time, 
digestive disturbances, nervous de- 
pression (different from the Asym- 
metrical polyneuritis of vitamin B 
deficiency), general weakness and 
deterioration of tone, and an un- 
healthy (or "unthrifty") condition 
of the skin is apt to develop: the

Years Important Only in the 


Experiences Attending Them

We attach too much importance to the number of years a child has 


lived and too little to the kind and value of the experience he has had 
during that time. This gives children the wrong idea of many matters. 
They often believe that the only thing that keeps them' from enjoying 
some coveted privilege like driving a car, smoking, going to evening 
dances, having a latchkey is—a shortage of birthday anniversaries. 


The length of years anyone enjoys is important only because of the 


number of opportunities for experience they offer. II these opportunities 
have been wisely used the years may be some measure of a person's re- 
sponsibility. If they have been unwisely used, or neglected, I he number of 
years add nothing to the power to carry responsibility. It is possible to be 
an adult full of years and quite empty of common sense. Such a person 
should not enjoy an adult's privileges, but Age does count in the laws 
of men beyond its value in Nature. 


When a boy asks how old he must be before he can smoke don't tell 


him eighteen, or twenty-one. Tell him that his decision must be made on 
his own responsibility and that it cannot be made until he has that pow- 
er. On the same principle don't tell a girl that she can go to dances un- 
chaperoned when she is eighteen, or 
twenty-one, but tell her that when 
she proves herself a responsible 
self-directing character, she will 
take the matter into her own hands 
and carry the responsibility for her- 
self. 


Because it is maturity of char- 


acter that measures personal re- 
sponsibility and not Age, we find 
younger children carrying responsi- 
bilities that their older brothers and 
sisters are unable to support. What 
makes trouble in the family is that 
Age has been the measure of 
growth. "I'm the oldest and I should 
have first right" is sometimes a 
Hrst cause of family strife. When 
the older child has not matured in 
character and the younger one has, 
the tradition of Age first makes 
for confusion. It is very difficult 
then to do what good sense dictates 
and allow the younger child to go 
ahead and hold the older one back 


for growth. Yet that is what we 
have to do. 


If a younger child learns faster 


than his older brother or sister the 
thing to do is to let him go his 
way, recognizing his faster rhythm 
and respecting it, but making clear 
to the older and slower one that he 
too is growing in his own way at 
his own rate of speed, and is quite 
all right in his way. 


Make clear early in the life of 


the family that Age is important 
only for the opportunities it affords 
for experience and that true growth, 
the real measure of power, lies in 
the use of the experiences the years 
have afforded. Responsibility of 
character is the measure for self- 
direction.

When considering the planting of 


outdoor bulbs, we should give im- 
mediate thought to the few to be 
forced for indoor decoration. The 
big trick in forcing flowers indoors 
is first to be sure that a root system 
is well developed before the pots of 
bulbs are brought into warmth and 
light 


Roots sufficiently strong to sup- 


port forcing are grown in from 
eight to fifteen weeks after potting. 
A general practice is to pot the 
bulbs now, water well and bury 
them in trenches outdoors below 
the frost line. Laying the pots on 
their sides insures against having 
the pots filled with water while 
they are buried. If it is impossible 
to provide these conditions, 
tha 


bulbs may be potted, watered and 
stored in a cool cellar away from 
light during the time the roots arc 
being made. Obviously, the pots 
should be watered just enough to , 
keep them from drying out 


When intended for indoor flower- 


ing, the pots of bulbs, by this time 
filled with, roots, are brought to the 
light gradually and subjected to or- 
dinary room temperature. In about 
three weeks, the flou'crs will be to 
bloom. 


Daffodils 
are favorites for this 


type of handling as are also tulips. 
Either can be handled by the tyro 
with reasonable assurance of suc- 
cess.

onstrates Equipment 


At High School

members of his audience, Lewis 
W. Hoskins demonstrated the prin- 
ciples of television for the assembly 
of Appleton High school Thursday.

"studio" was devised by U. A. San- 
abria, one of the pioneers in the 
field and holder of more than 125 
patents. 


The first person to be "televised" 


was a senior, sitting in the first 
row. Although the "subject" had his 
back to the audience, his features 
were visible to the entire assembly 
on the projection screen. To dem- 
onstrate the power of the machine 
to project features clearly and even 
show difference in coloring. Hos- 
kins then asked a high school girl 
to perform for the television audi- 
ence. 


Make-up, the lecturer explained 


is extremely important in televi- 
sion, and a whole new technique 
had to be devised. Highlights in the 
features must be brought out to 
create the illusion of three dimen- 
sions, he stated. Yellow is one of the 
most effective colors, for example, 
to emphasize the lips and the eye- 
brows.

one like it in this district, is con- 
structed of concrete, and like the 
rest of the concrete architecture of 
the buildings, it has been stoned un- 
til it is practically white. 


Without visible supports or pil- 


lars of any kind, 'the stairway cir- 
cles from the ground 11 feet to the 
top deck overlooking the large pool. 
The stairway took a couple of weeks 
to build'and much more time to re- 
design. To make the stairway solid 
and strong enough to support a ca- 
pacity crowd, 12 steel bars seventh- 
eighths of an inch thick have been 
twisted through the concrete. 


The stairway is anchored at the 


foot by a large block of concrete 
which is set in the ground, and steel 
bars, which were set in the con- 
crete when it was poured, are twist- 
ed about half way up the stairway, 
supporting the lower half. 


Supporting the upper section of 


the stairway are similar steel bars 
which have been cantilevered off 
the top deck and extend down half 
way into the stairway. The bars 
have been inserted 15 feet into the 
concrete on the top deck.

of Nehraska explained. 


Frank Thomas of Alabama and 


Carl Snavely of Cornell share the 
opinion, though, that "outstanding 
teams will use the lateral very spar- 
ingly." 


"The reaction against, the 5-man 


line has set .in, too," Thomas said. 
'Coaches have discovered its weak- 
nesses and; are inclined to turn back 
to the more orthodox 6-man line. 


5-man Line Weak 


"Coaches I have talked with are 


agreed that the 5-man line is weak 
against forward passes, even though 
there is one more man in the sec- 
ondary," Thomas explained. '.'The 
sasic principle of forward pass de- 
fense is the ability of the forward 
wall to rush the passer. If this is not 
done well, many passes will be com- 
pleted regardless of how many men 
are in the secondary." 


Snavely believes that more teams 
will use the 5-man line but that 
few will use it exclusively. 


"I think it is coming to be regard- 


ed generally as only a variation ia 
defensive measures good for the 
purpose of upsetting the planned 
strategy of the opposing field gen- 
eral and, of course, causing some 
confusion in blocking assignments 
for the team that is not adequately 
prepared to meet it," he said.

favor' in the West and Howard 
Jones of Southern California thinks 
it will be used even less this year. 


On the offensive the trend will be 


more than ever toward a "balanced 
attack." 


"It appears to me that there is a 


tendency to recognize more fully 
±ie value of a well-balanced attack 
using the punt, pass and run as of- 
•ensive weapons and threats," said 
Wallace Wade of Duke. 


"From the standpoint of offense, 


I believe the tendency will be to- 
ward a balanced attack, stressing 
power deception with lateral and 
forward passing,"

If a cup of oil is poured on wa- 


ter, it will, float, for the simple 
reason that oil is lighter than wa- 
ter. The oil will also spread. If 
we watch it closely, we observe 
that the spreading is not the same 
in all places. 


The moon-god. Sin, with odd Baby- 


lonian writing behind him. 
Four thousand years ago, such 


facts about oil taken from animal 
fat -were known in Babylon, and 
priests of the city made use of 
them. 
They said it was possible 


to tell fortunes by watching 
the 


oil. If a person wanted to know 
what would happen to him, he paid 
seven pieces of silver to the priest. 


Babylon's priests also acted as 


doctors of a sort. If a person had 
a headache or a fever, he 
was 


shown a small image of a certain 
demon which was said to be caus- 
ing the trouble. 
Then the image 


was burned or destroyed in some 
other way. Sometimes it was drop- 
ped into the river so it would be 
"drowned." 


Such ways of getting rid of sick- 


ness seem foolish to us, and they 
certainly were. Yet they were early 
efforts of men to find a way 
to 


cure victims of illness. In later 
centuries, doctors slowly, learned 
better ways to treat patients. 


The temples of Babylon 
were 


built of bricks. The land in 
and 


around the city had few trees. 
and that is why wood was not used 
for building. 'Blocks of stone were 
very hard to obtain, so stone was 
not in common use. 


In making bricks for houses and 


palaces,. it was the custom to bake 
them with fire. This was not true. 
however, of bricks which were 
,meant for building temples. Those 
bricks were composed of clay which 
had been dried in the sun, but which 
had not been hardened by 
fire. 


There was a fancy that the sun- 
dried bricks were the only proper 
kind for buildings used for religion. 


Among the temples at Babylon 


was one reared in honor of the 
goodess Ishtar. She was known as 
the "Earth Mother" and 
as 
the 


godess of love. No farmer could 
hope to have fortune with his crops 
unless he paid honor to Ishtar. 


The father of Ishtar was sup- 


posed to be the moon-god, and he 
had' a name which seems queer to 
us. He was called "Sin"!

promise on requests of the officeis 
and firemen and proposals advanc- 
ed by the League of 
Wisconsin 


Municipalities. It was drafted by 
Assembly Speaker 
Thomson 
(R) 


Richland Center. 


The measure would raise em- 


ployes contributions from 1 to 3J 
per cent of their salaries, and per- 
mit them to retire after 22 years of 
service, providing they are 57 or 
more years old. > 


Exceptions would be made in cer- 


tain cases. Firemen who joined 
forces before 1917 would be allow- 
ed to retire after 22 years, regard- 
less of age limits; and those who 
started between 1917 and Jan. 1, 
19-*10, could retire after the same 
period if they were 52 years of age. 
After that time all firemen and po- 
licemen, would come under the 57 
years age provision and 22-year 
service requirement 


Under the present law policemen 


could retire at any age if they had 
served 22 years, and firemen could 
retire after 22 years if they were 
55 or over.

lar pains to answer the suggestion 
of those who say it is unneutral to 
change the statutes now that war 
has come. He turns the matter back 
.by specifically 
enumerating his 


various requests as far back as last 
January, when there was no war. 
By inference, he places the respon- 
.sibility for failure to make the 
change on those who voted this 
past summer in the senate foreign 
relations committee to postpone ac- 
tion till the regular session of next 
January. His point is that the pro- 
-embafgo group cannot have it both 
•ways, preventing action by threat- 
ening a filibuster before war broke 
out, and insisting that to change 
now is unneutral.

The president offered no new ar- 


guments in behalf of repeal. The 
idea that America must ship to 
Russia anything she wants, but can- 
not send anything of war supplies 
to Britain and France is one so 
obviously inconsistent in the view 
of the administration that correc- 
tion of this deviation can only be 
made by repealing any statute that 
goes counter to international law. 


Prefers Cash Idea 


•ft Is plain to see that the presi- 


dent would prefer to have the 
cash and carry" program put into 
effect without legislation so that 
exceptions can be" made in. the mat- 
Tter of travel by citizens who have 
legitimate errands. But, on the oth- 


s fer hand, if congress insists on bar- 
ring all jtravel in war zones, the 
«ecntiYe. will not object, though 
it isiafd to see why a simple pro-

Ipjvernment would not afford pro- 
ttction to its citizens in certain 
areas would not have the same ef- 
fect as legislation, without subject- 
Ing our own authorities to the dif-

The chance of involvement In 


war arises for the most part out of 
a fear that the American- govern- 
ment wHl hold Germany to a strict 
accountability for attacking Amer- 
ican citizens" when travelling on 
the high seas.;But the proclamation 
of a- president saying that Amer- 
icans should not travel in war zones 
is in itself an announcement of the 
withdrawal of that protection. The 
trouble in 1917 was that Germany 
attacked American as well as for- 
eign ships, and sank them with 
innocent American citizens on 
board. 
- -Nobody .in congress has yet pro- 
posed that the United States shall 
announce to the world a complete 
abandonment of the rights of her 
citizens' on the high seas, though 
this, to be sure, is the real posi- 
tion of the isolationists.

them to do, namely, to shut off all 
American commerce with the out- 
side world, foodstuffs, supplies and

many, there is no special reason 
why any and all supplies cannot 
be sold to be carried off in the 
ships of foreign countries.

The isolationist bloc will fight 


any change in the present law that 
permits the embargo on arms to 
be lifted. The race now is between 
two sets of exponents. Each claims 
it wants to keep America out of 
war. The people who dislike the! 
president will insist they will not i 
take his protestations about keep- 
ing out of war seriously because 
he may benefit politically by the 
emergency. And the people who 
want aid given to the allies are 
willing to swallow their dislike of 
the 
administration 
on domestic 
policies so as to make sure t h e 
allies will win and Hitlerism kept 
from invading America. 


So it's a battle between two 


groups for the support of American 
public opinion. Who can do most 
to keep America out of war?
